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Breed Improvement and the Short Time Test 


By MALCOLM H. 


Editor’s Note: In connection with this 
article by Supt. Gardner, attention is 
called to the editorial comment upon the 
same subject in our editorial of March 
8. It is interesting to note that both 
views were arrived at independently, Mr. 
Gardner’s article being en route from his 
Florida winter home at the same time 
our March 8 issue was in the mails.

has been out for some time; and 

those who have received their 
copies have had time to study the re- 
sults of the Association’s first effort 
toward specific herd improvement. 
Supt. Norton and his corps of well 
trained clerks may well be proud of 
the fine appearance and make-up of 
the book; while it must be a great 
satisfaction to those owners who have 
herd tests included in this volume to note how well the 
work has been done. It is a pleasure to me that this form 
of testing was worked out, authorized and gotten under 
way during my superintendency; though the credit for 
developing the plan into the best workable shape belongs 
wholly to Superintendent Norton. No doubt but that as 
breeders study the results of this form of testing as em- 
bodied in book form, the number of herds now being 
tested under this plan will be very materially increased. 


The plan has made good, and its promise for the future 
is very great. It is a decided step forward, showing the 
wise forethought of the Board of Directors and of those 
sponsoring this method of testing. For more than forty 
years I have urged improvement by culling; and I can 
not say anything new along that line. But the number of 
purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle in the United States and 
Canada has now increased to that extent that herd must 
be closely culled to preserve values. Grades are pressing 
on the heels of the pure bred; and many of them are of 
fai more value for production purposes than are many 
registered cows. Also, some are claiming that the pro- 
duction of dairy products is running very close to con- 
sumption, if not a little ahead. Just for the moment, 
owning to certain economic conditions affecting consump- 
tion, they may be right; but if they would study the dairy 
market for the last forty years, in my estimation they 
would stress over production more lightly. Production 
of dairy products is virtually a fixed quantity, while con- 
sunption varies with economic conditions. As those con- 
ditions improve, so does consumption increase. 

But if for the time being they are right, the solution 
of the dairy problem lies in the hands of the dairymen and 
the breeders of pure bred dairy cattle themselves. As I

know from long personal experience, dairymen and breed- 
ers have their troubles; and I would in no way belittle 
But I now believe, as I have always believed, that,

aside from contagious abortion and 
tuberculosis, the gravest of their 
troubles is the keeping as a part of 
the dairy herd cows yielding little or 
no profit. A low price for dairy prod- 
ucts is immediately evident to the 


eye; but unprofitable cows lie con- 
cealed in the body of the herd and 
are not at all evident. If the cows 


yielding little or no profit could be 
cut out of the herds and sent to the 
block, not only would there quickly 
be a shortage of dairy products, thus 
favorably affecting prices paid for 
dairy products, but also there would 
be a vast sum saved that is now wast- 
ed in stabling, feeding and caring for 
low producing cows. As producers, 
any way that one may look at the 
matter one half of the cows are above 
the average, while the other half is 
below and no matter how high the 
average may gv, there will always be the need for culling 
from the bottom of the lower half. 

Breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle should take the 
lead in this needed culling; and the herd improvement 
testing will not only aid them in finding and eliminating 
the less productive cows; but it will make the testing re- 
quired in hunting them out doubly profitable, since it will 
bring the better part of their herds to the notice:of the 
public and aid in the making of sales at good prices. In 
addition the testing will point out the cows that are worthy 
of being given a semi-official long-time test and entered 
in the Blue Book. The putting of a real commercial value 
upon a good cow through testing does not end with the 
cow herself; the values of her sons and daughters are also 
increased, as well as that of her other near relatives. To 
know that it pays to test, all that one needs to do is to 
take a list of registered cows sold at public auction in 
any one year in any state of the union and compare the 
prices obtained for the tested cows with the prices obtain- 
ed for the untested. Notable differences will also be found 
in comparing prices obtained for the daughters of tested 
cows with the prices obtained for the daughters of the 
untested. If the dam and daughter both have A. R. rec- 
ords, the fact is likely to appear in the prices obtained. 
The facts are so evident that there is no basis for any 
argument to the contrary, always provided that the cows 
tested were worth testing. At the present time, the herd 
improvement test will quickly and accurately determine 
that point. 

Cows tested in semi-official test now command the high- 
est prices; and the long-time test has taken the place of 
the store-time official test. I began the advocacy of the 
long-time semi-official test some twenty-seven years ago 
and about two years before I became Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry; but it was about five years before I 
could obtain favorable consideration for that form of test- 
ing. Some who opposed it did so on the ground that they 





feared that if adopted it would lessen the value of the 
seven and thirty-days official tests, and so hurt that form 
of testing. “But,” I answered, “if the long-time semi- 
official test should at some future time become more 
popular with our breeders and so take the place of the 
short-time official. test, would not that be proof that our 
breeders had found it to be the better test?’ Of those 
who opposed it on the ground of not being in favor of 
changes in our system, I asked, “Can we have progress in 
the improvement of the breed without from time to time 
making changes in our methods?” Changes: properly made 
are the bases of all improvement; and without change as 
found needful, we might have stagnation with no real 
progress whatever. 


Some twenty years after the long-time test was author- 
ized, the number of cows tested under that form for the 
first time exceeded the number tested in short-time test: 
and since then the number of cows tested under the lat- 
ter plan has grown steadily less. It may be that the short- 
time test has had its day. There have been critics, and 
no doubt there are some now, inclined to disparage the 
value of the short-time test and to bring unfair charges 
against it; but those who know and appreciate what that 
test has done for the Holstein-Friesian breed can never 
consistently tolerate any such an attitude. To Mr. 
Houghton, I believe, belongs the credit for the institution 
of the official test. When, through lack of confidence, the 
A. R. test privately made had proved a failure, and the 
outlook for advanced registration was very disheartening 
indeed, Mr. Houghton, who had lately become Secretary, 
suggested that if A. R. tests could be made under the 
oversight of disinterested parties, preferably men from the 
State Colleges, breeders would have confidence in results; 
and Mr. Hoxie, Mr. Henry Stevens, Mr. E. A. Powell and 
others immediately began to work out a plan in accord- 
ance with the suggestion. A plan was evolved; Superin- 
tendent Hoxie took the matter up with the colleges; and 
about thirty-four years ago Professor H. H. Wing, still 
prominent in Holstein-Friesian affairs, made the first au- 
thenticated test, testing a cow in the herd of Henry 
Stevens and Sons at Lacona, New York. 


Shortly thereafter in my writings, I designated such 
tests as “official,” and used the initials A. R. O. to dis- 
tinguish such tests from the private tests that have been 
entered in the Advanced Register. Later, I gave the name 
of supervisors to those conducting these official tests. As 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, about 140,000 of 
short-time official tests passed through my office; and our 
breed became the most popular of the dairy breeds and 
our Association the largest of its kind in the world. With 
such a record behind it, can anyone justly disparage the 
short-time official test? Its critics have argued that it 
was misleading; and its friends have always been willing 
to admit that one must use common sense to rightly in- 
terpret results. It has long been known that the milk of 
the cow immediately after calving shows a much higher 
per cent of fat than the average for the lactation period, 
and Superintendent Hoxie long ago announced that the 
average per cent fat for the Holstein-Friesian breed was 
3.4%; and that per cent is still the present average. A 
ccew averaging above four per cent for a year is a very 
exceptional case indeed. 

In reading any short-time official test, the man of ex- 
perience takes several factors into consideration, the chief 
of which are the per cent of fat shown and the time elaps- 
ing between calving and the beginning of the test. A cow 
that for any reason is ill will show, as a rule, a higher per- 
cent fat with a lessened production of milk. When the 
short-time test was authorized, the officers of the Asso- 
ciation overlooked the matter of fixing any interval be- 
tween freshening and the beginning of a test, but when 
the California State College started a cow on test imme- 
diately after calving, I called Superintendent Hoxie’s at- 
tention to the need of an interval and suggested ten days. 
At the next annual meeting an interval was decided upon; 
but it was made six days instead of ten. ‘Late in my ad- 
ministration the interval was extended to fourteen days, 
which largely does away with adverse criticism. The 
short-time test is supposed to show the production of a 
cow for a short time under the most favorable conditions 
of feed and care; and rightly read this brief test is a rea- 
sonably fair indication of a cow’s capacity for production. 
Taken as a whole, the short-time official tests made in 
conjunction with long-time semi-official tests show this. 
The wonderful short-time tests recorded in the Blue Book 
will show for all time what Holstein-Friesian cows were 
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able to do under favorable conditions, just as the track 
records show what noted race horses have done under like 
conditions. 


The short-time official test was the best thing of its 
kind when adopted. It has well answered its purpose, and 
from it other forms of testing have been evolved. I do 
not know of anyone who has considered it of equal value 
with the long-time semi-official test, and I think that all 
have known that at some time its usefulness would be out- 
lived. They knew that, not because the short-time test 
was not a good test for its time, but because the semi- 
official test was a much better test and better adapted for 
the improvement of the production of the breed. For im- 
provement in general production, we must have seed- 
stock for the production of dependable sires; and for that 
purpose it must be taken for granted that the better the 
method of testing the dams, the more reliable for improve- 
ment purposes are the sons likely to prove. During my 
superintendency, from the time the long-time test was au- 
thorized and established the short-time test acted as a 
training school for the long-time, and thus served a double 
purpose. Now, conditions have changed, and the herd im- 
provement test has become the training school. Fewer 
and fewer short-time tests are annually being made, and 
those made are seemingly attracting little attention. No 
doubt Superintendent Norton will soon feel called upon to 
present the matter to the public for some action. 


Holstein-Friesian breeders usually know what they 
want; and if any considerable number of them desire to 
make use of the short-time test, they should have the op- 
portunity. But the only way in which they can show this 
desire is in the number of cows so tested yearly; and that 
number is growing steadily less. Something one way or 
the other needs to be done; for if the number so tested 
decreases any further, the Association can not well afford 
to handle the tests, and have the files of the Advanced 
Registry office clogged with hundreds of thousands of 
cards that must be kept in the files as long as any such 
tests are made. If the short-time test passes it will pass 
with all honor; having well accomplished its purpose in 
the promotion of the breed. It has worthy successors 
as its offspring, and the foundations for breed improve- 
ment are well laid. There will be progress all along the 
line, with storm-clouds for short periods now and then 
just as in the past; and no one now living will live to see 
the time when, under normal conditions, the better class 
of registered cattle will not be in active demand. The im- 
provement of the breed, both in average production and 
average form, must be accomplished through a constant 
culling out of the inferior animals; and I have full faith 
that slowly, but surely, this work will go steadily on. I 
would put my foot on the accelerator if I could; but in 
forty-five years of connection with the breed I have learn- 
ed patience. I have also learned that when Holstein- 
Friesian breeders have made a start, they always get 
there.

Again and again the importance of the De Kol, the 
Sir Henry of Maplewood, the Maurice Clothilde and the 
Netherland Prince families is evidenced. It is true, off- 
shoots of these families and entirely separate ones, figure 
in the ancestry of these great producing cows, but the 
great importance of the few outstanding families is in no 
sense dimmed thereby. These three or four great families 
stand out head and shoulders above all the rest in their 
influence in begetting high production in Holstein cows 
of the present day.

Systems of Breeding 

These pedigrees were also examined after Pearl’s 
method to ascertain the amount of inbreeding and relation- 
ship evidenced therein. We define an inbred animal as 
one which has a pedigree in which any ancestor appears 
more than once and inbreeding we analyze into close- 
breeding (the mating of full or half brother and sister or 
of parent and offspring) and linebreeding (mating of 
cousins, grandparent to offspring, etc.). According to this 


method the coefficient of inbreeding is designated Z and is 
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secured by subtracting the number of new and different 
ancestors in each generation from the total possible num- 
ber of new and different ancestors which might have oc- 
curred in that generation, dividing by the number of pos- 
sible new and different ancestors for that generation and 
multiplying the result by 100 in order to put it on a per- 
centage basis. For instance, in the 2nd generation of any 
pedigree, there might appear four names different from the 
parents, in which case the Z value for that generation 
would be zero, but if the animal whose pedigree is being 
considered, is a double grandson of a certain bull then 
there are not 4 new and different names in the pedigree 
for the second generation but only 3. Therefore, we have 
4 minus 3, divided by 4, multiplied by 100, equals 25% that 
is to say, there are 25% less new and different ancestors 
in that generation than there might have been, or in other 
words, inbreeding to this extent has taken place. The 
pedigrees of the 1,000-lb. fat producing cows themselves 
show only two of the 128 which evidence inbreeding in 
the second generation, 16 more which evidence inbreeding 
in the third generation and 30 which evidence inbreeding 
for the first time in the fourth generation. Considered 
from another angle, 3714% of the 128 show inbreeding in 
their four generation pedigrees and only 17% of the 128 
give a K value which shows relationship between the 
sire’s and the dam’s side of the pedigree which in a gen- 
eral way is a mark of linebreeding. The total amount of 
inbreeding which it is possible to get through continued 
brother and sister matings for four generations, amounts 
to 21214, and on this basis the pedigrees of the 1.000-lb. 
fat producers show only 2.9 per cent of the inbreeding 
which it might be possible to show through continued 
brother and sister matings. In other words, these animals 
are but very slightly inbred. The pedigrees of the lead- 
ing sires shown in Table I were also examined for their 
inbreeding and relationship coefficients and none of these 
show inbreeding in the second generation, but 9 of them 
do show it in the third and 22 more in the fourth. 


Forty-seven per cent of these 66 sires show some in- 
breeding in their four-generation pedigrees and 24% of 
them show evidence of line-breeding since they have K 
values. This group of leading sires is inbred only 3.16% 
of the total possible amount that they might have inbred 
through continued brother and sister matings. 


The pedigrees of the leading dams listed in Table Iil 
show that none of them were inbred in the second genera- 
tion, only 7 of them in the third, and 20 more in the 
fourth. Forty-six per cent of these 43 dams show in- 
breeding in their four-generation pedigrees and 25% of 
them give evidence of linebreeding through their K values. 
The group, as a whole, is inbred 3.23% of the total pos- 
sible amount that they could have been inbred through 
continued brother and sister matings for four-generation 
pedigrees. The pedigrees of these 43 leading dams are 
only 80% complete and the inbreeding figure might be a 
little higher were they 100% complete. 


Inbreeding is a bugbear to the average breeder. He 
loathes it as he would the plague. Many people have the 
idea that there is something in inbreeding which is harm- 
ful, but this on many occasions has been proven false. 
Miss King at the Wistar Institute in Philadelphia inbred 
rats, litter brother and sister, for twenty-five generations, 
and by careful selection was able to increase the size, rate 
of growth, early maturity and fertility of the inbreds over 
that of stock rats not inbred. Inbreeding is powerless to 
create anything. All that it can do is to take the factors 
which are already present and recombine them in different 
combinations. For instance, if a man bred polled and 
horned cattle together, he would get polled offspring, this 
character being dominant, and he would always get polled 
offspring if he continued to mate in this fashion. If, how- 
ever, he mated some of these polled offspring which re- 
sulted from the mating of polled and horned individuals, 
he would get about 25% of them with horns. This in- 
breeding, however, did not create the horned condition, 
the inbreeding simply allowed the recessive factors for 
horns, carried by the individuals. to come out together in 
a certain percentage of the offspring which therefore 
evidenced the horned condition, the dominant factor for 
pelledness not being present in their makeup. 


Inbreeding, let us repeat, cannot create anything. It 
takes whatever is originally present and intensifies it. 
In other words, if there are bad characters present at the 
start, inbreeding will make them continually worse, while 
if there are good characters present at the start, inbreed- 
ing will make them better.

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A Trial Culling 


Tj Bureau of Dairy Industry has recently announced 








the results of a trial culling of low producers, based 

on actual records reported for the year 1928. The 
records of herds averaging 150-199 lbs. butterfat for the 
year were selected and 10, 20 and 30. per cent trial cullings 
were made. The whole number of records considered was 
2,149, showing an average production of 4,551 lbs. milk and 
187 lbs. butterfat, with an average income over cost of 
feed per cow, with butterfat at fifty-eight cents, of $67 
per head. After culling out the lowest 10% of this group, 
we find that the average production was 4,790 lbs. milk, 
197 lbs. fat and the income over cost of feed $72. A 20% 
culling showed the average production of the remaining 
80% to be 4.974 lbs. milk, 205 lbs. butterfat and $76 in- 
come over feed cost. A 30% culling showed the average 
production of the remaining cows 5,145 lbs. milk, 212 Ibs. 
fat and $79 average income over cost of feed. 

Had we been making a guess as to the effect this 
amount of culling would have had on the average produc- 
tion and income, we would have estimated it considerably 
higher. These, however, are actual figures and are, of 
course, reliable. 

Viewing them from another angle, we find that the 
first 10% culled out showed an average income over feed 
cost of only $22 each with butterfat figured at fifty-eight 
cents. The 20% culling averaged only $31 per head and 
the 30% only $39. With butterfat at the current prices, it 
dees not require very careful figuring to demonstrate that 
at least the lower 20% in the herds averaging less than 
200 lbs. fat are failing to pay for the feed they consume, 
without any consideration of labor costs and other items 
of overhead. 

While it may not be fair to assert that the low produc- 
ing cows are guilty in connection with the surplus of dairy 
products produced, such a condition as we have had for 
the past several months does serve to bring out into sharp 
relief the unsound business policies of dairymen in con- 
tinuing to feed and milk these low producing animals that 
fail to pay for the feed they consume. 

It is equally certain that culling out and elimination of 
from 10 to 20% or more of the lowest producing cows from 
dairy herds would stabilize the market and be wholly de- 
sirable from every standpoint. It is encouraging to note 
from the various state reports on dairy herd improvement 
association work that the culling out of low producers is 
going forward at an accelerated pace. 





Waste Utilization 

ROMISE of farm relief of a very practical sort for 
{2 western grain farmers through the profitable utiliza- 
tion of waste materials would appear to be more 

than a possibility of the future, according to the following 
recent announcement from the Department of Agriculture: 
Chemists of the Department of Agriculture proved 20 
years ago that it was possible to make paper from corn- 
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stalks, but at that time the economics of production proved 
a barrier to successful large-scale operation. For many 
years the Bureau has investigated, both in the laboratory 
and on a semi-commercial scale, the utilization of corn 
cobs, of straws, of cotton hulls, and of cornstalks for paper 
making and for several other uses. The chemists of the 
Bureau are of the opinion that the manufacture of boards 
of various kinds from cornstalks and straws promises to 
be practicable and profitable. 

The importance of practical developments along this 
line cannot be over-emphasized. The Department of Agri- 
culture chemists are now in the middle west arranging for 
cooperative activities which will enable the Bureau to 
apply practical developments of its research work to ac- 
tual field conditions. We have a very definite feeling that 
this field of utilizing waste by-products of the farm pres- 
ents one of the most hopeful phases of the farm problem 
today. 





The Pedigree of the Two Millionth Holstein 
two millionth Holstein 


HE recent recording of the 
! on the books of the Holstein-Ffiesian Association 


of America, as announced in The World of February 
22, has raised the interesting question as to how far our 
present-day pedigrees have extended from the original im- 
portations. The Secretary’s office has traced back the 
breeding of this two millionth animal and find that it 
runs as high as 15 generations in some lines down from 
importation. The earliest appearance of an imported ani- 
mal is in the eighth generation, this being the famous 
feundation cow, De Kol 2d. In the seventh generation, 
Homestead Jr. De Kol, who gave his name to the Home- 
stead family, appears four times and we note also in the 
same generation such famous animals as Sarcastic Lad, 
King of the Pontiacs, King Segis De Kol Korndyke, De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic 
Lad, Piebe De Kol Burke, Pearl of the Dairy’s Joe De Kol, 
Colantha Johanna Champion, Sir Beets Cornucopia Neth- 
erland, etc. Young America, the first bull to be recorded 
in the Holstein-Friesian Herd Book Vol. I, No. 1, appears 
in the tenth generation, while Billy Boelyn, Mr. Miller’s 
famous sire back in the early eighties, appears in the 
eleventh generation. Duchess Ormsby, first animal to 
bear the Ormsby name, appears in the ninth generation. 
Secretary Seaverns calls attention to the fact that a 
pedigree traced out for twelve generations on the type- 
writer would fill a sheet measuring about ten feet by 
twenty feet and would have to provide for the names of 
1,648 animals in the twelfth generation. 





Dairy Cattle Breeds 


HIS is the title of a new bulletin of great interest re- 
i cently issued by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and is Farmers’ Bulletin No. 1443. This bulletin 
gives in condensed form the essential information regard- 
ing each of the dairy breeds, starting with a general dis- 
cussion of the subject of dairy cattle in the United States 
and presenting figures on number and distribution by 
states, as appearing in the 1920 census, it offers some 
comments on the choice of a breed which are of interest 
to the beginner. Then for each of the dairy breeds—The 
Ayrshires, Brown Swiss, Dutch Belted, Guernsey, Holstein- 
Friesian and Jersey—are presented brief facts as to origin 
and history, importation and distribution, general charac- 
teristics, the official score card for conformation, details 
of production records reported with lists of the highest 
producers of milk and butter fat together with a list of 
the sires having the largest number of daughters with 
yearly records. Illustrations for each breed include the 
champion for milk and for butter production in yearly 
test and the sire having the greatest number of Advanced 
Registry daughters (yearly test), together with the picture 
of a National Dairy Show grand champion male. Re- 
quests for this bulletin should be sent to the Bureau of 
Dairying, Washington, D. C.

There was a sound and practical reason why all roads led 
to Rome, and it has seemed scarcely a matter of chance 
that five of the most cautious and experienced Holstein 
preeders in different parts of the world should be led to 
adopt the breeding of Sir Inka Superior Segis within a 
period of a year. It might be of interest to look into this. 

There can be no doubt that the extraordinary prepo- 
tency of this bull in the matter of outstanding individ- 
uality has been hammered home each year with increas- 
ingly greater significance. 

Each year for the past three years, for example, at 
least two of his grandsons (or granddaughters) have ap- 
peared among the thirteen individuals selected for The 
World All-American. 

These in turn were sired by sons of Sir Inka Superior 
Segis that had received All-American mention, and there 
can be no doubt if “All-American” selections had been 
made in 1920, Sir Inka Superior Segis would have been 
“it 

This, as everyone knows, is only one of many examples 
that might be cited to prove the influence of this bull on 
succeeding generations, and it is natural in the search for 
better type that students of breeding should turn to a 
reliable source to clinch that factor. 

It is probable, however, that another element has been 
turned up in recent months to guide the steps of these 
searchers to this bull. No other conclusion can be reach- 
ed to explain why breeders of Holland Dutch cattle have 
looked to a Sir Inka Superior Segis son to meet their 
needs. 

The fact is that the desirability of a large percentage 
of the offspring of Sir Inka Superior Segis for the show 
ring in the early days of his career quite covered up any 
ability he possessed as a sire of production, and it is only 
recently that those who dig down under the commonly 
rehearsed gossip of the breed have unearthed the fact that 
the offspring of Sir Inka Superior Segis are quite as un- 
usual as producers as they have been in type contests. 

The natural place to search for facts is in official fig- 
ures, and a consideration of Sir Inka Superior Segis, based 
on the last two Advanced Registry Blue Books indicates 
that only one of his daughters has ever been tested at 
full age, that only seventeeen of his daughters have ever 
had opportunity on test, that fifteen of those seventeen 
were first calf daughters, that in spite of this his daugh- 
ters are credited with but two records under 20 pounds of 
butter in seven days; that two of his three daughters to 
have a second chance on test have made over 30 pounds 
in seven days; and that in the yearly division his first 
daughters tested have proved to be heavy producers, 
carrying exceptionally good test. 

A two-year-old that will make 1,016 pounds on four- 
time milking; a two-year-old that will make 738 pounds 
on three-time milking; a Senior yearling with 801 pounds; 
how were such records ranked three years ago? They 
are all on his list. Another of his daughters made 884 
pounds as a junior two-year-old. It takes a good one to 
perform in this way. 

But most of all perhaps, the Blue Book indicates that 
up to this time, his daughters have not had a great deal 
of opportunity, and with this in mind plus the realization 
of what the few tested above have done, it has dawned 
upon far-seeing breeders, that his great army of daughters 
now being developed at Carnation Milk Farms will be 
turning in their reports one of these days at about the 
re it will be announced “no more of his sons are avail- 
able’’. 

Sir Inka Superior Segis is an old bull (as ages are 
reckoned with bulls) but the vast majority of his daugh- 
ters to be officially recognized have not yet been heard 
from. When they are, those breeders who have taken 
over his sons will be displaying herds noted for type as 
well as production and test.

MAINE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN ASSOCIATION HOLDS

Intire gave a very good report of the Field Day and other 
activities in which the Association engaged during 1929. 

Speakers included V. S. Culver, Manager of Baker 
Farm, and Allen N. Crissey, representing the National 
Association. These men urged the breeders to grasp the 
opportunities of the present dairy situation; to recognize 
in it an opportunuity to cull their herds and to secure 
better herd sires. 


Mr. Holmes Bailey of Farmington was elected Presi- 
dent for the ensuing year with Mr. Leslie McIntire as 
Secretary-Treasurer. 

Mr. Fred Nutter urged support for Calf Club Work 
which resulted in an appropriation of $50.00 for this 
purpose. 

Mr. Harold J. Shaw was appointed as a member of 
the State Dairy Association committee to seek legislation 
providing a laboratory for testing blood samples in con- 
trol work for abortion. 

Mr. Edward Denney invited the Association to hold 
their Annual Field Day and Picnic at Round Top Farms, 
Damariscotta. This was accepted and a committee on 
arrangements consisting of Harold J. Shaw, Leslie Mc- 
Intire and Fred Nutter was appointed. 

There was considerable discussion relative to unsuc- 
cessful efforts that have been made to have Herd Tests 
conducted by Cow Testing Association Testers in Maine. 
Upon motion of Leslie McIntire, the following resolution 
was adopted and ordered sent to the Director of the Ex- 
periment Station: 

“Resolved that the Maine Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation this day in meeting assembled favors and 
requests that regulations be worked out by the 
Supervisor of Official Testing at the Experiment 
Station, whereby Cow Testers may be approved 
and used to supervise Herd Improvement Tests.”

“If the average person consumes 20 Ibs. of butter 
or butter substitutes a year that means that a family 
of five would use about 100 Ibs. About 16 cents a 
pound is saved when a substitute is bought for butter 
and that means a saving of $16 a year, or $1.33 
a month. 

“The farmers and those interested in farm pros- 
perity could easily consume this surplus of butter 
and raise the price paid for butterfat at least 10 
cents a pound. The average herd of milk cows in 
North Dakota is seven. These seven cows will pro- 
duce about 140 pounds each, or 980 pounds of butter- 
fat a year. To increase the selling price of this fat 
10 cents a pound would mean an increased income of 
$98 a year, or over $8 a month. And then some farm- 
ers and those dependent on the farmer’s trade say 
that they can’t afford to use butter. Figure it out 
for your own state.”

New York Association Awards for 
Calf Club Work 


The New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association has adopted Calf Club 
work as one of their major projects 
for 1930. A sum of $525 has been 
set aside for special calf club prizes 
to be awarded at the New York State 
Fair. This includes. $275 to be 
awarded to the regularly enrolled calf 
club members showing cattle in the 
club classes and $150 to be divided 
equally among the club members that 
do not win prizes at the State Fair; 
$50 to be awarded to the county or 
local 4-H club showing groups of five 
Holstein heifers with the provision 
that the heifers must be owned by 
enrolled 4-H club members and must 
have been exhibited in the regular 
club classes, only one group from a 
county to be entered in this class; 
$125 to be contributed towards the ex- 
penses of sending an exhibit of Hol- 
stein club heifers to the 1930 National 
Dairy Show; $100 to be appropriated 
for a special Holstein-Friesian state- 
wide Calf Club contest, and $10 be 
appropriated for certificates of 
achievement to be awarded by the 
association to outstanding boys and 
girls in Holstein calf club work. The 
State Association will also erect a 
suitable sign or banner over the Hol- 
stein calf exhibit at the State Fair ex- 
pressing the sentiment that the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association in sponsor- 
ing and supporting calf club work in 
New York State. 

The special calf club contest, re- 
ferred to above as being sponsored. by 
the New York State Holstein-Friesian 
Association, consists of $100 to be 
awarded to the dairy clubs submitting 
the best records for the year. First 
prize will be $25, second. $20, third 
$15, fourth $12, fifth $10 and the next 
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three places, $8, $6 and $4. Rules 
governing the contest and application 
for awards may be secured from H. 
A. Willman, College of Agriculture, 
Ithaca, N. Y. Prizes will be awarded 
on a scale of points which includes 
points for number of calf club mem- 
bers, number of meetings held and 
percentage of attendance, percentage 
of members owning pure bred cattle 
of any breed, percentage of members 
owning pure bred Holstein cattle 
registered in their names and the 
minutes of the meetings. It is ex- 
pected that this contest will be a 
stimulus to dairy calf clubs within 
the state. 


New Dairy 4H Club Contest 

A dairy farm improvement contest 
for all Iowa 4-H club boys has been 
announced by John Quist, one of the 
state club leaders at Iowa State Col- 
lege. 

Winners of the contest will be 
judged on the basis of the most 
economical and _ practical improve- 
ments made, the best evidences of 
the improvements being profitable and 
the best story and pictures showing 
changes. 

One of the main purposes of the 
contest is to stimulate interest in 
more sanitary production of milk on 
the farm. Its purpose is not to en- 
courage buying large or costly im- 
provements, but to influence club 
members to put into practice such 
simple measures’ as fixing gates, 
cleaning out corners and whitewash- 
ing the dairy barn quarters, according 
to Mr. Quist. 

Several cooperative creameries over 
Iowa are cooperating in sponsoring 
local contests for which they will give 
prizes. The state champion will be 
awarded a Surge milking machine or

the equivalent in value of dairy equip- 
ment donated by the company co- 
operating in promoting the contest.

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A Flying Trip 


Following the recent Iowa Spring 
Sale, I had the pleasure of visiting 
just a few of the good herds of the 
Tall Corn State. My time was limit- 
ed and I was obliged to pass up a 
good many places that I would have 
enjoyed seeing, but did the best I 
could with the time at my disposal. 
The sale ended in a severe snow- 
storm, so without waiting for dinner, 
four of us embarked in the Maytag 
Farms’ Chevrolet and _ started for 
Newton, eighty miles south of our 
starting point at Waterloo. M. M. 
Campbell, the Maytag manager, was 
at the wheel, with Jock MacCormack 
assisting at the windshield wiper, and 
Bill Baird and. myself successfully 
holding down the back seat. A flat 
tire just before reaching Traer gave 
us an opportunity to get something to 
eat while the damage was being re- 
paired and we arrived at Newton 
about nine o’clock, which gave us the 
three hours before’ midnight to in- 
spect the Maytag herd. 


The main feature of interest in the 
herd is the Princess De Ormsby 
family, which includes the old cow 
herself, two sons, one of which is 
their senior sire, and three daughters, 
as well as numerous granddaughters 
and grandsons. Princess De Ormsby 
now more than thirteen years old, is 
holding her own well. She will be re- 
membered as a twice 1,100-lb. daugh- 


ter of Sir P. O. M. 37th and one of the © 


best type daughters of that great sire. 
Her oldest daughter in the herd is 
Princess De Ormsby 3d, sired by Gov- 
ernor Fobes, has been running on 
year test since January, apparently 
with every prospect of making well 
over 1,000 lbs. butter, although it is a 
bit early yet to make any predictions. 
She has a promising young bull calf, 
sired by Prince Ormsby Inka May, 
the Maytag senior sire, who is a son 
of Princess De Ormsby by Sir Inka 
May. Except for a few minor faults, 
this bull would qualify as quite a high 
class show bull and half a dozen or 
more of his older offspring were ex- 
hibited with considerable success last 
fall.

He is sired by a son of 
Sir Bess Ormsby May from a 1,000- 
lb. two-year-old daughter of Sir Inka 
Superior Segis, the second dam being 
a 1,073-lb. four-year-old daughter of 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King. 
As Sir Bess Ormsby May is the young- 
est son of May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead and is sired by Sir Bess Orms- 
by Fobes, this young son of Princess 
De Ormsby has about as aristocratic 
a pedigree as any bull of the present 
day. 
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Through Iowa 


I was also interested to see again 
another 1,000-lb. daughter of Sir P. O. 
M. 387th. She is Aaggie Mercedes 
Piebe with 1,008 lbs. butter from 22.- 
353 lbs. milk as a junior four-year-old 
and right here I should apologize for 
having omitted this cow from my list 
of the living daughters of “37th” in 
my recently published story of this 
sire. 


The Maytag herd appears to be 
making good progress. It now num- 
bers about 100 head and an addition 
to be made to the barn this summer 
will give them room to increase to 
about 130 head. They have a wonder- 
ful market for their milk, their entire 
supply being taken by employes of 
the Maytag plant as chocolate milk at 
ten cents a pint. 


The next morning, bright and early, 
Baird and I started for Des Moines, 
where we were met by Ray Arnold, 
who drove us out to Hargrove & 
Arnold Farms at Norwalk. Here we 
saw Miss Jewel Ormsby Piebe, the 
K. P. O. P. daughter who was recently 
reported as making a 41-lb. record. 
She is now on year test and had just 
finished her third month’s retest the 
day we were there with a production 
for the two days of 9.586 lbs. fat from 
215.1 lbs. milk and an average test of 
4.45%. Unless something = serious 
happens to her during the next nine 
months, she should materially in- 
crease her last year’s record as junior 
four-year-old of 1,244 lbs. butter from 
24,142 lbs. milk. One of the promis- 
ing baby bulls is her son by Triune 
Pansy. 


Another good one is Iowa Duchess 
Yuma, a K. P. O. P. granddaughter 
that was quite a sensational prize 
winning two-year-old a few years ago. 
She is just finishing with about 1,100 
Ibs. butter and her yearling son by 
Triune Supreme, is one of the real 
show prospects for 1930. 

Another prospect in the heifer calf 
class is the maternal sister to the 
twice Reserve All-American heifer, 
Miss Triune Ormsby Wayne, sired by 
Triune Pansy. The two should make 
a fine Produce next fall. Miss Triune 
Ormsby Wayne herself is running 
easily along in the test barn. and look- 
ing fine. Rose De Kol Wayne Butter 
Boy 5th is also on test and apparently 
headed for a 900-lb. record as a two- 
year-old. The three older daughters 
of “Old Rose” still in the herd are 
looking well but are not on test as 
they all have records in heifer form 
from 1,000 to well over 1,200 lbs. but- 
ter. 

Triune Piebe Papoose, the _ full 
brother to the four times All-Amer- 
ican heifer, Triune Papoose Piebe, is 
now getting the bulk of the service at 
Hargrove & Arnold Farms. This bull 
is owned by Dr. Plondke of Minnesota, 
but is sojourning in Iowa while Triune 
Pansy takes his place, temporarily in 
the Plondke herd. 

Other visitors at the farms the day 
we were there were James Dougherty, 
herdsman at the State School and 
Home, Redfield, S. D.; Roland Ram- 
say of Seward, Nebraska, and John 
A. Klein, who has a herd of some 100 
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Holsteins at his Kle-Ela Farms at 
Orland Park, near Chicago, with an 
1,100-lb. son of Sir Ollie Mooie Wat- 
son in service. 


During the day, C. H. Hart of the 
Hargrove & Arnold organization, took 
us to see a couple of neighboring 
herds where K. P. O. P. bulls are in 
service on a share basis. These were 
the herds of N. A. Capps and Charles 
Irvine. The latter has been one of 
Iowa’s leading breeders of Belgian 
horses but at the time of our call he 
was just getting ready for a sale in 
Which he was planning to sell all ex- 
cept about fifteen brood mares and a 
stallion and will now devote more of 
his time to breeding Holsteins. 


That night the Rock Island carried 
me safely, if not smoothly to Daven- 
port, where I spent the next day with 
Harold Penn at Iowana Farms. They 
have an unusually good string run- 
ning in Class B and for the current 
month had four cows that made re- 
test requirements. Mr. Penn inform- 
ed me that this was the fifth succes- 
sive month that they have had to 
have retests on from one to three 
cows and heifers. JIowana Prima 
Donna 4th is about five months along 
on what will probably be the largest 
Class B record they have ever made 
at Iowana, which means that she will 
have to exceed 1,000 lbs. fat. This 
daughter of Meadow Holm Ona Har- 
tog King has already made two Class 
3 record averaging well over 1,100 lbs. 
butter and with this next record, com- 
pleted as expected, she will qualify as 
one of the most sensational producers 
of all time. She is a cow of enormous 
size and capacity and appears to be 
making easy work of a hard job. She 
is the dam of their junior herd sire, 
Iowana Prima Donna Oak, who is be- 
ing mated with the daughters and 
granddaughters of Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby, while the senior sire, lowana 
Ormsby Fryslan, a son of “Tritomia” 
from a twice 1,000-lb. dam, will be 
mated with the Ona females. In this 
way it is hoped to combine the quality 
and smoothness of the Tritomia with 
the size and constitution of the Onas. 
at the same time intensifying the 
great production of both families. 


Another interesting member of the 
herd is Tritomia Banostine De Kol, 
former World’s Record four-year-old 
in Class B, who recently came back 
with a 1,000-lb. record—again in Class 
B—at full age. She has freshened 
again and will be rebred as soon as 
possible with the idea of having her 
right for the shows next fall. Mr. 
Penn is fast getting his plans into 
shape for the 1930 show season and 
expects to have out a better Tritomia 
Get than ever, as well as an interest- 
ing exhibit of the offspring of lowana 
Ormsby Fryslan. 


The three Tritomia daughters that 
made such a fine showing at leading 
fairs last fall as two-year-olds, are all 
doing well on test. Perhaps the most 
promising of the three, is Iowana Tri- 
tomia Ollie Oak, who showed with the 
Paul Stewart string and won first in 
the dry two-year-old class at Portland. 
Quite a number of large records are 
due to be announced from this herd 
during the coming months.

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Maaikenshof De Kol Creamelle— Silver 
Medal Sire

Maaikenshof De Kol Creamelle was 
born June 29, 1924. His daughter, 
Middleton De Kol Creamelle, was 
born January 14, 1927, thus “Maaiken- 
-hof” as he was familiarly known at 
Middleton Farms was but 2 years, 6 
months and 15 days old when this 
great daughter was born. She fresh- 
ened at 2 years, 2 months and 4 days 
of age, was placed on A. R. test and 
made 25.3 lb. butter and 504.4 lb. milk 
in 7 days, average test 4.01, 100.44 lb. 
butter and 2,040 lb. milk in 30 days, 
average test 3.94. She was continued 
on yearly work and is due to com- 
plete her record at about the time you 
get this copy of The World. She is 
still milking over 50 lb. per day and, 
when I visited the Middleton Farms 
recently, the manager, Mr. Tom 
Perry, informed me that he figured 
she would enter the select 1,000-lb. 
list by a very comfortable margin and 
with an average test of around 3.8 for 
the year. 

In glancing through Vol. 40 of the 
“Blue Book,’ I find that only 20 
junior two-year-old heifers have gain- 
ed admission in this charmed circle 
and but six of these, at the time of 
their birth, had as young a sire as 
did Middleton De Kol Creamelle, the 
average age of the sires of these heif- 
ers, at the time the heifers were born, 
being 4 years, 7 months and 28 days. 

A few of the first crop of daughters 
of Maaikenshof De Kol Creamelle 
were placed on short-time test. Aside 
from the one mentioned, one made 
23.7 Ib. butter in a week, 97.01 lb. in 
a month, and 189.7 lb. in 60 days, two 
others made over 22 lb., one at only 
22 months of age, one over 19 lb., two 
others over 18, one with 17 lb. and 
one with 16 Ib. The average produc- 
tion for these nine heifers was 20.32 
Ib. butter and 418.2 lb. milk in 7 days, 
average per cent fat 3.89, at an aver- 
age age of twenty-six and a half 
months, only one of them being a 
senior two-year-old. Three of these 
daughters of Maaikenshof De Kol 
Creamelle have finished their year’s 
work with productions of 788.7 to 
879.1 lb. butter and 17,768.8 to 18,859.8 
lb. milk. Another soon to finish will 
have over 20,000 lbs. milk with sev- 
eral more nicely on their way to 
splendid records. 

When the Middleton herd was clas- 
sified a few months ago, one of these 
heifers was made “Excellent.” Were 
they classified today, I believe there 
is certainly another one of them that 
would be so classified. One charac- 
teristic, in particular, which is cer- 
tain to impress any man, who visits 
Middleton Farm and inspects the 
daughters of Maaikenshof De Kol 
Creamelle, is the very superior udder 
development, level and attached just 
the way you like to see them. We 
have all of us seen too many heifers 
go through a long grilling and come 
out with udders hanging like a rag. 
Great producers, yes, but they could 
not stand the strain demanded of 
them. With the daughters of “Maaik- 


enshof” it is different and there is 
not one of them that shows evidence 
of breaking down. 

But few comparisons can be drawn 
at this time between the daughters of 
Maaikenshof De Kol Creamelle and 
their dams, due to the fact that the 
only classes in which both dams and 
daughters are to be found are the 7 
and 30-day classes in two-year-old 
form. 

Five dams are found who were 
tested as two-year-olds. They made a 
total production of 101.46 lb. butter 
and 2,142.3 lb. milk in 7 days, average 
per cent fat 3.79. The total of their 
ages was 11 years, 1 month, 21 days. 

There are six tested daughters of 
“Maaikenshof” from the above men- 
tioned dams. One of these did not 
have the advantage of short-time 
work. The other five have the fol- 
lowing total production, 105.99 lb. but- 
ter and 2,084.2 lb. milk in 7 days, aver- 
age per cent fat 4.07. The total of 
their ages was 11 years, 2 months, 
29 days. 

The difference in milk production 
was approximately one and two-thirds 
pounds per day in favor of the dams 
while the fat percentage was approxi- 
mately three points in favor of the 
daughters, the daughters therefore ex- 
celling in total butter production. 

The highest record dam of any of 
these daughters is De Kol Walker 
Pohlcrest. She was not tested in two- 
year-old form and so she has not 
figured in this dam and daughter 
comparison. However, she has three 
other daughters by other sires and 
these other daughters have all been 
tested in two-year-old form, the aver- 
age of these three being as follows: 

7 days—butter, 20.91; milk, 400.3; 
2 years, 1 month, 26 days, 4.18%; 30 
days—butter, 85.69; milk, 1,726.9; 
3.96%. 

Contrast this with the production 
of her daughter by “Maaikenshof”, 
this being: 

7 days—butter, 25.30; milk, 504.4; 
2 years, 2 months, 4 days, 4.01%; 30 
days—butter, 100.44; milk, 2,040.0; 
3.94%. The difference in age and fat 
percentage is very slight but the 
daughter by “Maaikenshof” is by far 
the largest producer of the four 
daughters. 

Now the question arises, does blood 
tell? How is “Maaikenshof” bred 
and what did he transmit to these 
daughters. His dam, Colantha De 
Kol Creamelle 4th freshened at 2 
years, 3 months and 22 days old and 
made 22.14 lb. butter and 500.4 Ib. 
milk in 7 days, 88.79 lb. butter and 
1,971.9 lb. milk in 30 days. Freshen- 
ing again at 3 years, 8 months, 25 
days, she made 35.68 lb. butter and 
500.2 lb. milk in 7 days, 142.61 Ib. but- 
ter and 2,539.4 lb. milk in 30 days, 
1,001.71 lb. butter and 23,082.2 lb. milk 
in 362 days. She also has a full sis- 
ter who made over 31 lb. butter in a 
week at 3% years. She was from a 
31.3-lb. daughter of Colantha Johanna 
Lad and sired by Sir Korndyke Pon- 
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tiac Artis Jr., who was from a 30-lb. 
daughter of Sir Veeman Hengerveld 
and sired by Sir Korndyke Pontiac 


Artis. Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis 
was from a 31 and 1,076-lb. daughter 
of Hengerveld De Kol and sired by 
Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol, a bull 
who derived seven-eighths of his blood 
from the three famous foundation 
cows, De Kol 2d, Netherland Henger- 
veld and Belle Korndyke. 

The sire of “Maaikenshof” is Dutch- 
land Creamelle Colantha, whose two 
nearest dams are two of the best 
daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad, 
his own dam being the highest rec- 
ord daughter (36.2 and 1,315.1 lb.) and 
the sire’s dam being Dutchland Col- 
antha Vale, who is the third genera- 
tion of a World’s record combination 
of four direct generations of cows in 
yearly milk production. ‘“Maaiken- 
shof’s” sire is by a son of Dutchland 
Sir Pontiac Rag Apple, who repre- 
sents that combination of the blood 
of Pontiac Korndyke and Hengerveld 
De Kol that has produced so many 
great animals, he being a full brother 
to the first cow to make 37 lb. but- 
ter in a week, 145 lb. in a month, 30 
lb. in a week during three successive 
lactation periods or 1,000 lb. butter fat 
in a year. 

Thus, in every line, “Maaikenshof” 
possesses a rich heritage. There are 
no weak spots. An animal without 
so-called “good breeding” oft times 
produces great offspring but, allow- 
ing for the occasional “sport,” those 
animals would not have produced 
great offspring, had it not been for 
the great inherent qualities possessed 
by them. In such cases, the ability 
was there in the different animals 
which made up the pedigree but it 
had not been brought out. In this 
case “Maaikenshof” has an ancestry 
of known ability. He has transmitted 
those great dairy qualities of his an- 
cestors and, in some respects, as a 
sire of proven merit, he stands with- 
out a peer today among the bulls of 
his age. 

With the Middleton herd so full of 
the daughters of Maaikenshof, they 
did not feel they could longer afford 
to keep him and @ last spring I in- 
duced Mr. Seth H. Moseley to secure 
“Maaikenshof” to head his herd near 
Norfolk, Conn. Fortunate, indeed, is 
any man who is able to secure such 
a sire.

Pur- 
chases were made from Mr. Zoberlin’s 
herd at Plymouth, Wis. 

Those two men, active, constructive 
breeders in their communities in 
Ohio, always have good sires. Mr. 
Doll is listed in the Red Book this 
year with 11.6 cows averaging 10,274 
Ibs. of milk and 335.9 Ibs. of fat, all 
of them in Class C production.

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Waukesha County’s Sixth Annual Report 


The sixth annual combined report 
of the work of the Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Associations of Waukesha 
County, Wisconsin, has recently come 
to our desk. This is one of the most 
attractive and complete annual re- 
ports which we receive and is a credit 
to the testers of the six associations, 
who compile the report in collabora- 
tion with County Agent J. F. Thomas. 

The general summary of the report 
shows that during the year 148 herds 
in Waukesha County were in D. H. 
I. A. work. These contained a total 
of 3,561 cows of which 3,021 completed 
the year’s work. The average for the 
combined associations is given as 8,- 
307 lbs. milk, 320.5 lbs. fat. A total 
of 65 produced above 500 Ibs. fat, 412 
above 400 lbs. and 1,221 above the 300- 
lb. fat mark. Ninety-eight herds av- 
eraged more than 300 lbs. fat for the 
vear. A total of 1,064 purebreds and 


2,351 grades were tested during the. 


year and 249 cows were sold for dairy- 
ing and 431 were sent to the butcher. 
Only six members do not have pure 
bred sires at the head of their herds. 


An inspection of the high herd av- 
erages reveals that twelve herds in 
Waukesha County produced above 400 
lbs. fat and of these it is gratifying 
to note that all but one are purebred 
or grade Holstein herds, the exception 
being a Guernsey herd in ninth place. 
Heading the list is the herd of Louis 
Andofer, Mukwonago, credited with 
an average of 484.3 lbs. fat, 13,042 lbs. 
milk for sixteen grade Holsteins. The 
pure bred Holstein herd of fourteen 
head owned by Herman Buth of Ocon- 
omowoc. is in second place with an 
average of 477.6 lbs. fat, 12,379 lbs. 
milk. The herd of sixteen purebred 
Holsteins owned by E. Martin & Son, 
Mukwonago, has the high average for 
wilk with 13,248 and fourth high for 
fat, 473.6 lbs. Other Holstein breed- 
ers appearing in this list are J. T. 
gtaht, Waukesha; H. Schlicker, Hart- 
land; B. H. Hoppe, Lake Beulah; J. 
-A. Hurtgen, Hartland; E. Paynter, 
Lake Beulah; Edwin Becker, Ocono- 
MOw,9C ; Masonic Home Farm, Dous- 
man, and J. A. Rowlands, Waukesha.

The list of five high 
cows on official test in connection 
with the C. T. A. work, is headed by 
a pure bred Holstein with 821.9 Ibs. 
tat, 21.929 lbs. milk. A three-year-old 
is next with 643.1 lbs. fat, 18,005 Ibs. 
milk, and a two-year-old in third place 
with 627.5 lbs. fat, 20,013 lbs. milk. 
All five are members of the herd at 
the Wisconsin Industrial School, Wau- 
kesha. The five high two-year-olds 
in C. T. A. work only are headed by 
a pure bred Holstein in the E. Martin 
& Sons herd. she being credited with 
494.4 lbs. fat, 14,068 Ibs. milk, and a 
member of the J. A. Hurtgen herd is 
next with 482.5 lbs. fat, 13.162 Ibs. 
milk. Many other two-year-olds went 
well over the 400-lb. fat mark, but only 
the five highest are given. 

The high herd in each of the six 
associations, as well as the high in- 
dividual producer and high two-year- 
old in each association, are all pure 
bred or grade Holsteins. Congratula- 
tions are in order to Waukesha Coun- 
ty Holstein breeders for the fine work 
they are doing. 





PIONEER (IDAHO) C. T. A.

The Pioneer Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association of Idaho recently 
finished another year’s work with Hol- 
steins, as usual, filling the top places. 
The high herd of from ten to twenty 
cows is credited with an average pro- 
duction for the year: of 12,128 Ibs. 
milk, 440.5 Ibs. fat for the herd of 
eleven grade Holsteins owned by J.°R. 
Crawford, Idaho. The herd was milked 
twice daily and are mostly daughters 
of two good sires used in the Craw- 
ford herd. For herds of over twenty 
cows, the mixed herd of twenty-one 
grade Holsteins and Jerseys averaged

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COWS HAVE TO BE THREE-TON- 
NERS TO PAY PROFITS NOW 


It costs the dairyman from $125 to 
$175 a year to keep a cow under pres- 
ent conditions and at current prices 
any “bossy” that isn’t turning out well 
above three tons of milk a year is a 
money loser, according to figures com- 
piled by Professor H. C. M. Case, head 
of the farm organization and manage- 
ment department, College of Agricul- 
ture, University of Illinois. 

On the basis of annual keeping 
charges ranging from $125 to $175 a 
year, a cow giving only 5,000 pounds 
of milk in 12 months would be pro- 
ducing it at the rate ot about $3 for 
100 pounds. A cow with a record of 
8,000 pounds, or four tons, might keep 
her costs down to less than $2 a hun- 
dred. Many farmers are now getting 
less than $2 net at the farm for 100 
pounds of milk after the costs of haul- 
ing are deducted. 

“With the present price of cattle on 
the market, this is a good time for 
dairymen to dispose of cows that are 
such poor producers that they have 
no chance of returning a profit. In 
fact, some men would be better off to 
dispose of their entire herd and use 
the opportunity of low prices to get 
a few good heifers or cows. 

“In addition to wide variations in 
the production of cows, there are wide 
variations in the cost of producing 
milk from cows giving the same 
amount of milk. The conditions 
which cause these variations in cost 
are largely under the control of the 
dairyman. Out of more than 200 full- 
year records which the college collect- 
ed on dairy herds, examples were 
found where the feed cost was $30 
more a cow for some herds than it 
was for other herds having about the 
same average production of milk. 
Feed makes up about one-half the cost 
of keeping dairy cows, hence the 
home production of feeds needed for 
properly balancing the rations of the 
dairy herd is of great importance. 

“The cost of labor was more than 
twice as high on some farms as upon 
others with cows of like production. 
Some herds were handled so that the 
heifers coming into the herd replaced 
older cows with no depreciation, while 
in some herds where cows were kept 
to an old age and had to be sold at 
a low. price, depreciation alone 


amounted to $25 to $35 a year for 


each cow in the herds. Variations oc- 
curred also in the other items of cost, 
such as the expense of the barn and 
other equipment, veterinary charges 
and general expenses. The cost of 
depreciation, upkeep and the annual 
costs on barn alone was $10 a cow 
higher on some farms than on 
others.”

Representing Iowa was the presi- 
dent, Mr. Paul P. Stewart of May- 
nard; Kansas was represented by 
Prof. J. B. Fitch of Manhattan: Ne- 
braska by their secretary, Mr. Ralph 
Fortna of Lincoln, and Missouri by 
their president, Mr. Glen G. Davis of 
St. Louis. 

The need for more publicity in re- 
lation to our work in this district was 
emphasized, and it was agreed that 
the president of each state associa- 
tion should appoint one man as chief 
of a publicity campaign from each 
State and that this man should in 
turn appoint at least five assistants. 
These men are to make a special 
effort to send in stories of neighbor- 
hood doings, accomplishments of local 
Holsteins, and little pieces of Holstein 
extension work that are being done 
every day by Holstein breeders every- 
where, but which are not given prop- 
er publicity. These men should make 
an effort to keep the Holstein cow 
before the local press as much as pos- 
sible all the time and they should 
send in material for stories to the 
Chicago office.

Starting in 1919 to 
build up a quality herd, Mr. King was 
for years a regular attendant at the 
greatest sales in the country, at most 
of which he was a liberal buyer of 
the tops. We are told that he never 
missed a Brentwood Sale and it was 
at these sales that he laid the founda- 
tion for the present herd of 140 head 
of registered Holsteins.

The Dairy Industry in Colorado and 
Adjoining States 


The dairy cow has become an im- 
portant factor in the agricultural pro- 
gram of Colorado and adjoining states. 
The Holstein-Friesian breed has _ be- 
come the predominating dairy breed 
in these states and this is one of the 
reasons why the annual convention 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America will be held in Denver, 
Colorado, June 4th, 5th and 6th. Dele- 
gates from practically every state of 
the Union and many others will jour- 
ney by train and by automobile to 
take part in this important dairy 
event. More than a thousand people 
attended the 1929 convention held in 
Philadelphia and it is hoped by Colo- 
rado and other states who will be 
hosts to the Holstein fraternity, that 
this number will even be surpassed. 


Various factors have tended to 
change the Western states from the 
one-crop farming system to a diver- 
sified plan of agriculture and this has 
called for the dairy cow. Because of 
the large amount of alfalfa and other 
profitable roughages grown, the Hol- 
stein has become most popular, as is 
evidenced by the fact that 67.5% of 
the purebred dairy cattle in Colorado, 
Nebraska and Kansas are of the Hol- 
stein breed. 


Considering the three above men- 
tioned states as a unit, it will be in- 
teresting to note some of the facts 
regarding the status of dairying ac- 


cording to the reliable statistics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. There were 1,609,000 
head of cows of milking age in those 
three states in 1925 with an average 
value of $47.00 per head. We find 
the situation changed somewhat in 
1929 with 1,558,000 cows. This, you 
will see, is a smaller number but the 
average value per head has increased 
from $47.00 to $82.00. While many 
dairy cows have been shipped into 
the three states, a large number have 
been culled out as unprofitable pro- 
ducers through the cow testing asso- 
ciation work and through other forms 
of testing. In 1913 there were only 
five cow testing associations in the 
three states—Nebraska, Kansas and 
Colorado. In 1929 there were fifty- 
seven associations. These organiza- 
tions have found, through the use of 
the Babcock test and the scales, those 
cows which are known as “boarders”. 
So, fewer but better cows with more 
milk and income has been the result 
of this campaign. 


In 1929 there were 628,000 heifers 
and calves not yet in milk in the 
three states. These young animals in 
many cases are an improvement over 
their dams as a result of the better 
dairy sire programs carried out. 

The combined creamery butter pro- 
duction of the three states amounted 
to 112,000,000 lbs. in 1918, but in 1927 
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we find that 167,000,000 lbs. had been 
produced, indicating the increased in- 
come through butter over that period 
of years. 

Advocates of dairying in this sec- 
tion maintain that the healthy condi- 
tions of the animals has been one of 
the factors which has helped to make 
the dairy business successful. They 
point to the small number of reactors 
to the tuberculin test as proof. As a 
matter of fact, approximately 3,000,000 
head have been tested in the three 
states to date and the percentage of 
reactors is approximately 1.5, which 
would seem to well justify the claims 
of the friends of dairying in Colorado, 
Nebraska and Kansas. 

The markets in the West have de- 
veloped considerably during the past 
few years, not only for the product 
of the cow but for good cows to take 
their places as foundation cows in 
other states. All dairy products of 
quality find a ready market, and the 
central location enjoyed by those 
states East of of the Rockies has been 
of help to dairymen. Good markets 
for cattle are also reported to exist; 
many of the cattle going farther 
west and into the southwestern states. 
The need of this country is and will 
be more and better foundation ani- 
mals. Without question, the proper 
feeds can be raised, the climate is 
good for dairying and the people are 
in many cases dairy-minded. 

Holstein activity in this group of 
three states has materially increased 
from year to year. At our last an- 
nual meeting held in Philadelphia, it

J. .N. Chase, Van Nuys, Calif., who 
was Mentioned in the story as own- 
ing one of the living daughters of 
“37th”, writes that his is the last 
daughter still living that was born to 
the services of this sire. She is Holly- 
Home Pietertje Ormsby 921518, born 
January 17, 1924. He expects to test 
her at next calving. Mr. Chase has 
two sons of “37th” in service, one out 
of a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and the other out of Beau- 
tiful Josephine 2d with two crosses to 
Sir P.O. M. He also has in service a 
grandson of “37th”, out of Wisconsin 
Pride 3d, the youngest three-times 
1,000-Ib. cow of the breed, and sired 
Dy Marathon Bess Burke. 

#emco Farms, Breckenridge, Minn.. 
call our attention to the fact that they 
now have five daughters of “37th” in 
the herd instead of four as stated in 
the story. The fifth was purchased at 
the National Ormsby Sale last fall and 
is Bess Ormsby Maid Burke, out of an 
1,128-lb. daughter of Sir Korndyke 
Bess. This 37th daughter has a senior 
four-year-old record of 902 lbs. butter 
from over 20,000 lbs. milk and is due 
utp freshen again in May by Mankato 
‘Ruby Marathon Ormsby, when she 
will be given another opportunity to 
make a year record. The five daugh- 
ters of “37th” at Femco average 1,113 
ths. butter from 24,322 lbs. milk. The 
Femco people also remind us that 
they have in service a son of the high- 
est record 37th daughter and _ that 
their former herd sire, Pride of Sir 
Piets was out of the second highest 
record daughter of “37th”. Their pres- 


ent herd sire, Governor Fobes Ormsby 
Aaggie, is out of the U. S. Champion 
1,607-lb. cow Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 
3d, and is sired by Governor Fobes, a 
coming son of Wisconsin Fobes 5th, 
one of the greatest of the 37th daugh- 
ters. 


In listing the living daughters of Sir 
P. O. M. 37th we also overlooked Aag- 
gie Mercedes Piebe, the 1,008-lb. jun- 
ior four-year-old, owned by The May- 
tag Dairy Farm, Newton, Iowa, where 
she is still breeding regularly at four- 
teen years old. 

We are asked to make a correction 
in the ownership of Hollyhock Piebe 
Fobes, the 1,200-lb. All-American 
granddaughter of Sir P. O. M. 37th. 
In the story we stated that she is 
owned by J. Natwick of Dunloggin, 
Ellicott City, Md., but we are advised 
that he owns only a half interest in 
her, the other interest being retained 
by Col. Gustave Pabst, who is build- 
ing: up a very select small herd at his 
Ventnor Farm, near Oconomowoc, 
Wis. Col. Pabst now has a herd of 
some eighteen head, every one of 
which is a descendant of Sir P. O, M. 
37th. One of the best of these is May 
Walker Fobes, who is a granddaugh- 
ter of “37th”, being sired by Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes and out of May Walker 
Inka Segis, the twice All-American 
daughter of May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead. This heifer has a daughter in 
the herd by DeCreamCo Calamity 
Posch. Col. Pabst has in service a 
son of Hollyhock Piebe Fobes sired by 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes 57th, he by 
Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes out of May 
Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, the All- 
American daughter of “37th” from 
May Walker Ollie Homestead.

One of the best 
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policy of the State Association is help- 
ing the small breeder to a consider- 
able extent, but it was hoped that 
something else could be done to en- 
courage him. After a discussion last- 
ing about three hours in which every 
director voiced his opinions frankly, 
it was decided to appropriate $400 as 
prize money to be given to breeders 
doing official testing in the 305-day 
division during the remainder of this 
year, and completing all records prior 
to January Ist, 1932. It was further 
decided that this money be made 
available in prizes only to those breed- 
ers who have never done any long- 
time official testing before. The divi- 
sion of the money was left up to the 
executive committee, which met next 
day and decided on the following 
schedule of prizes: 


Fifteen dollars is to be given to 
every County Holstein Breeders’ Asso 
ciation in Iowa that at least matches 
this fifteen dollars with a_ similar 
amount from their own treasury. This 
resulting $30 is to be awarded in any 
way suitable to the County Asso- 
ciation within their respective coun- 
ties. In addition twenty-five prizes 
are to be awarded by the State Asso 
ciation as prizes at large on the basis 
of the highest records made on 305- 
day work from herds that have never 
before done long-time testing. 

These twenty-five prizes start with 
$50 in gold and include true type 
models, gold watches, Holstein 
medals, Holstein watch fobs, 25 year 
subscriptions to the Holstein-Friesian 
World, etc. Handicaps for ages are 
to be worked out through the help of 
the Advanced Registry office and a 
booklet is to be printed explaining the 
details of the entire plan. Iowa breed- 
ers desiring to compete for these 
prizes must be members of the Iowa 
Holstein Breeders Association. These 
men who have a few real good cows 
can afford to begin to get them ready 
and put them on 305-day official test. 
Details regarding cost, etc., will be 
explained in the booklet that is being 
prepared. All who apply for one of 
these booklets will be sent a copy, 
and be given any possible help along 
these lines. The need for official test- 
ing is apparent, and this is a conscien- 
tious effort on the part of Iowa breed- 
ers to help themselves.

Seaverns of the Holstein-Friesian As- 

sociation of America, that Kansas 

transferred 2,375 Holsteins in 1928; 

Nebraska 1,493, and Colorado 1,291, 

making a total of 5,159 purebred Hok 

steins sold during that year. Very 

good gains in membership in the 

National Association were made at 

the close of 1928. Kansas was cred- 

ited with 643 members and gained 55 

during the year; Nebraska with 314, 

showing a gain of 21 and Colorado 

gaining 11 members and bringing its 

total membership up to 233. Mem- 

bers of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America join for two reasons; 

one, because of lower fees and the 
other because of the interest they 
have in the development of their 
breed. There are more than 30,000 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, many of whom 
we hope will be seen in Colorado this.

The dispersal of the herd of Dr. R. L. Schaeffer, held at Fogelsville, Pa., 
on March 20, resulted in a total of $8,615 for thirty-nine head, or an average 
of $220. In computing the average, a number of baby calves were figured 
with their dams. The offerings included twenty-eight milking females, nine 
yearling heifers and the two herd sires, and the price range went from $100 
for a yearling heifer up to $405 for one of the bulls. Only the old foundation 
matrons of the herd had official records, four such selling from $115 to $275, 
and creditable records in cow testing. association work were offered on most 
of the females as evidence of producing ability. Ten females in milk without 
records other than C. T. A. but from tested dams averaged $284 (price range 
$115 to $325) and fourteen without records other than C. T. A. and from un- 
tested dams averaged $223 (price range $105 to $325). The yearling heifers 
were all from C. T. A. dams and averaged $132 (price range $100 to $170). Al- 
though the herd has been built up around well known blood lines, the number 
of old cows, together with several blemished individuals and a few others lack- 
ing in the type desired by breeders today all operated to lower the average of 
the sale. However, with general business conditions and the milk market situ- 
ation in the east and considering all factors regarding the herd, the sale proved 
to be a satisfactory one to all concerned. The sale was managed and promoted 
by S T Wood, Liverpool, N. Y., who also officiated as auctioneer. 

The younger members of the herd were mostly daughters of King Piebe 
ot York 33d, a son of King Piebe of York, and the herd sire, Winterthur Dad 
Ormsby Segis Inan. This three-year-old son of Jemima Riverside Boast 
Ormsby Dad (by Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast) and out of a 31-lb. and 846- 
lb.

The top female was a daughter of this bull and out of a 16- 
lt. dam, selling to Edwell Jones, Nazareth, Pa., for $325. She is credited with 
Cc. T. A. records in two- and three-year-old form of 403 and 462 lbs. respectively. 
Princess Piebe Beryl Fayne, sired by King Piebe of York 33d and out of the 


22-lb. foundation cow, Maple Lane Beryl Fayne, and having a C. T. A. record 
as a two-year-old of 488.25 lbs. butter, went to Clark W. Yetter, Bangor, Pa., 


Mr. Yetter was one of the good patrons at the sale, taking six 
ot the tops for $1,525. Another daughter of Maple Lane Beryl Fayne and 
sired by a 33-lb. grandson of King of the Pontiacs, was purchased by Russell 
G. Uhler, also of Bangor, Pa., for $300. He also purchased her bull calf born 
a few days before the sale and sired by the Winterthur bull.

DAIRY INDUSTRY SUFFERS 

BIG LOSS FROM LOW 
GRADE MILK AND CREAM 
Low grade cream and milk is cost- 
ing the dairy industry of this country 
about $40,000,000 a year, said O. E. 
Reed, chief of the Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, in an address in St. Paul, Minn., 
November 19, at the National Cream- 
ery Buttermakers’ Convention. Much 
of this loss is due to the refusal of 
dealers to accept sour and off-flavored 
products and such refusal means di- 
rect financial loss to the farmer, said 

Mr. Reed.

“The marketing of low quality milk 
and cream results many times in the 
manufacture of inferior grades of 
dairy products,” he said. ‘Because 
these products bring low prices, the 
farmer does not’ receive the best 
prices for his milk or cream.” People 
consume more milk and cream and 
milk and cream products when the 
zrade is high than when it is low; 
the great increase in the per-capita 
milk consumption in this country in 
the ‘ast few years is attributable part- 
ly to the remarkable improvement in 
the quality of milk and cream sold, 
he saia 

“Billiors of pounds of skim milk, 
buttermilk, and when produced each 
year in the United States are either 
wasted or ere inefficiently used, and 
the discovery and development of 
methods for utilizing these by-prod- 
ucts is one of the important objects 
of the Bureau of Dairy Industry. In- 
vestigations aleng this line include 
work on the manufacture of dry skim 
milk and extenting the use of this 
product in making bread and ice 
cream. 

“The manufacture of concentrated 
sour skim milk, a product originated 
in the laboratories of the bureau, has 
been introduced into plants in several 
States. In 1928 these plants used 
more than 76,000,000 pounds of skim 
milk in the manutacture of this 
product. Also, investigations of the 
bureau have resulted in a method of 
making a milk sugar which is much 
sweeter and more soluble than or- 
dinary milk sugar. 

“One of the important lines. of 
work in which the bureau is engaged 
is the co-operative work with the 
states in the keeping of records on 
dairy herds. This is done’ through 
dairy-herd-improvement associations. 
These records are used for culling out 
low producers, for intelligent feeding, 
and for better breeding. 

“Breeding experiments are being 
conducted with about 1,500 head of 
dairy cattle. The object is to deter- 
mine the method of breeding that will 
insure uniformity in transmission of 
high milk and butterfat production. 
A comprehensive program which in- 
cludes close inbreeding, outbreeding, 
crossing of distinct families, and cor- 
relation of the conformation and ana- 
tomy of the dairy cow to her milk 
and butterfat production, is now being 
followed by the specialists of the bu- 
reau in charge of breeding work. 

“Experiments on pasture manage- 
ment and the producing and preserv- 
ing of a better quality of roughage are 
now under way. It is believed that 
these will point the way to greater 
efficiency and economy in feeding. 
Results already obtained show that 
when roughage of the proper quality 
is available, cows will produce more 
profitably on less grain than, formerly 
was thought necessary for highest 
production.” 

“This year,” said Mr. Reed, “the Bu- 
reau of Dairy Industry and the office 
of Cooperative Extension Work of the 
Department are working together in 
making available to extension work- 
ers and others the results of research 
in dairying. For specialists will have 
charge of this work and will work 
directly with the extension agencies 
in the states.”

Michigan cows under test in herd 
improvement associations continue to 
produce efficiently in the 90 herd 
improvement associations in the 
state. During October the average for 
about 19.000 cows tested was 21.07 
pounds of fat. The majority of the 
cows are being fed under barn condi- 
tions now and improved production 
will become noticeable. Many cows 
are due to freshen. This will tend to 
increase the volume of milk and fat 
and also enlarge the dairy profits dur- 
ing the fall and winter months. 

Raymond Wurzel of St. Clair 
County owns the herd which pro- 
duced the highest average of butterfat 
during the month. His herd of: six 
pure bred Holsteins averaged 52.93 
Ibs. butterfat and 1,495 Ibs. milk. 

The Detroit Creamery Association 
at Mt. Clemens, composed of 484 pure 
bred and grade Holsteins, is credited 
with being the high association for 
the state. averaging 30.57 lbs. butter- 
fat. 

A pure bred Holstein cow in this 
herd under retest conditions produced 
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90.8 lbs. butterfat and 2,929 lbs. milk. 

According to the testers’ reports 
sent in to the Dairy Department, East 
Lansing, Michigan, 179 cows were 
culled out of the more than 2,000 
herds under test in the state. 


Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, 
Washington, report that another 
daughter of Segis Walker Matador 


has just completed a year test with

butter, thus maintaining the average 
of over 1,100 lbs. on the first eighteen 
daughters of this sire to finish year 
test and raising the average for milk 
to 25,705 lbs.

Jagel’s herd of fifteen Holsteins aver- 
aged 1.085 lbs. fat in their one-day 
official test and the Idaho Industrial 
Training School with 37 cows aver- 
aged 1.0596 lbs. fat. 








Figures on the average yearly pro- 
duction of milk per cow in Prussia 
have recently been made public 
through reports to the Department of 
Commerce. According to these fig- 
ures, there are in Prussia something 
over five million cows including those 
kept primarily for milk production, as 
well as those cows producing milk 
kept also for work. Their average 
production last year was 640 gallons 
per cow. The highest average pro- 
duction was in the Town of Berlin, 
where the average was 1,162 gallons 
per cow, next being Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, where the annual production 
averaged 772 gallons.

WHAT POINTS SHOULD A DAIRY 
CLUB MEMBER CONSIDER 
WHEN JUDGING COWS 


(From New Jersey Calf Club News 
Letter) 

Judging dairy cattle is giving 
club members no little concern at this 
season. In practically every dairy 
county, judging demonstrations are 
being staged with the idea of training 
the club members in the finer points 
considered in selecting good dairy 
cows. The elimination contests to 
select the junior and senior judging 
teams will soon take place in each 
county. It is in these contests that 
every club member should strive hard- 
est to win a place on one of the teams 
which will represent his county in the 
State Contest in September. 

Looking for Dairy Type or Dairy 

Temperament 

To be successful in the art of dairy 
cattle judging, the junior dairy club 
member must first understand true 
dairy type. He must always have in 
mind a vision of the ideal animal and 
he must regard an animal without 
prejudice, giving full credit for any 
ideal traits that may be present. 

Dairy type or temperament is that 
inherited quality in a cow that enables 
her to eat large quantities of feed to 
produce large amounts of milk rather 
than body fat. Dairy type is marked 
by a lack of fleshiness in the thighs, 
over the withers and shoulders and 
in the neck. Cows having this type 
show evidence of the Triple Wedges 
in place of the rectangular shape 
seen in beef cows. 

Viewed from the side, the first of 
the three wedges is at once apparent 
in the true type cow. This side wedge 
consists of an imaginary straight line 
extending from the withers to the 
tail-setting where it meets a perpen- 
dicular line from the tail-setting to 
the’ hocks and dew claws. The two 
sides of the right angle thus formed 
are connected by a third imaginary 
line drawn from the perpendicular 
line at the hocks along the floor of 
the udder, barrel and chest and con- 
necting with the horizontal back line 
some distance to the front of the cow. 

This wedge shows us many things. 
It shows first whether the animal is 
strictly of the dairy type. Secondly, 
it shows how well her body parts 
blend together, whether her neck, 
back, loin and rumps are straight, 
strong and level; whether she shows 


strength, particularly in the hocks, by 
standing erect, and whether her udder 
and barrel show capacity and blend 
together smoothly. 

Viewed from the front, the true 
type dairy cow will show a sharp 
wedge or triangle consisting of two 
straight lines extending from the 
withers down along the shoulders to 
points just below the elbows. A third 
imaginary, horizontal line drawn be- 
tween the two elbow points will com- 
plete the triangle. 

This wedge is important because it 
shows us the sharpness of the cow’s 
withers, the width across the chest 
floor, the fullness in the crops and 
fore flanks and the smoothness with 
which all these parts and the brisket 
blend together. This wedge gives us 
some idea of the cow’s chest capacity 
or constitution. 

The third dairy wedge may also be 
seen from the front of the cow. This 
wedge consists of two imaginary 
straight lines drawn from the withers 
to the points of the hips. A _ third 
straight horizontal line extending 
from hip point to hip point completes 
this triangle. This third triangle or 


wedge shows the capacity and 
strength of the animal in the region of 
the loin and reproductive organs. 


Capacity in these regions is especially 
important at calving time. 

If a cow has these wedges well de- 
fined and in addition has a slender 
clean cut neck and head and well de- 
veloped mammary organs, we can 
truly say she has dairy temperament 
or type. 

What Makes up a Good Mammary 
System 

In the ideal dairy cow the mammary 
system consists of a large, level- 
floored udder, that is hung high in the 
back and carries well forward to 
blend smoothly with the floor of the 
abdomen. In addition to being large 
and well shaped, the good udder 
should show a soft, pliable handling 
quality and when milked out it should 
be flabby, showing many wrinkles and 
folds. The udder should not be cut- 
up between the quarters or otherwise 
misshapen. 


Attached to the udder there should 
be four squarely placed teats of a 
size that will permit convenient milk- 
ing. They should be soft and pliable, 
free from any lumps or warty 
growths. The teats should be uni- 


formly shaped as well as convenient- : 
The mammary system

should show a large tortuous system 
of milk veins that enter large milk 
wells far to the front in the cow’s 
chest wall. Veining should also be 
quite prominent on the udder, espec- 
ially at milking time. 

It should be remembered when judg- 
ing that any defect in a dairy cow's 
mammary system is a very serious 
defect. 

What is a Dairy Cow’s Constitution 

Constitution in a dairy cow is that 
stamina and endurance which enable 
her to produce large amounts of milk 
year after year without breaking down 
in health. A high producing cow does 
much work in the course of a year. 
Not only must she consume and digest 
much feed from which to make milk 
but she must also build wp the 
strength in her own body that she may 
resist disease. This she does day and 
night. 

In a dairy cow a strong constitu- 
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tion is indicated by a deep chest, hav- 
ing a wide floor, fullness in the crops 
and a large heart girth. She stands 
squarely on four straight well placed 
legs. She has a strong, level back. 
Her head is carried erect and her 
neck is straight. Her health and 
vigor are shown by clear, alert eyes, 
a loose, pliable hide, with soft silky 
hair. She has a well developed 
muzzle with wide, open nostrils that 
admit plenty of air. In short she 
shows all the qualities of health and 
vitality that will enable her to produce 
an abundance of milk. over long peri- 
ods of time if she is properly fed and 
managed.

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the respiratory region where the heart 
and lungs are located, the digestive 
region, and the reproductive region. 

If a cow has strong heart and lung 
power as expressed by her constitu- 
tional or respiratory development, she 
must also have digestive organs of 
sufficient size and strength to digest 
large quantities of feed to support her 
body and to produce large quantities 
of milk. 

Weed capacity is indicated by wide, 
flat, well sprung ribs with plenty of 
space between each rib, depth from 
back to barrel floor and thickness 
through from side to side as well as 
plenty of length between crops and 
hips. A wide, strong muzzle with 
strong lips, and jaws also indicate 
feed consuming abilities. Fine hair 
on a soft, pliable hide may indicate 
constitutional vigor, but it also indi- 
cates a good digestion. Cows that are 
oif-feed trequently show tight, tough 
hides with coarse, stiff hair.

RED AND WHITE CALVES A 
LEGAL QUESTION 
A Wisconsin subscriber writes: 

We sold a bull to a party having 
black and white cows, but don’t think 
he ever used a registered bull before 
Anyway, he sired a few red and white 
calves, at least he claims they were 
out of this bull. Can he hold us for 
damages? I have seen red and white 
calves where sire and dam were both 
registered. 

We offered to sell him good heifer 
calves at veal price, but he didn’t 
want that. 


I do not think that you are liable 
for any damages upon the sale of the 
bull mentioned, by reason of his oc- 
casionally getting red and white 
calves from unregistered or grade 
cows. 

I apprehend that the rule of law is 
that if a breeder sells a registered bull 
knowing that the purchaser intends 
to use him for breeding purposes upon 
registered females, there might be an 
implied warranty that the bull was 
suitable for such a purpose. It is 
somewhat doubtful even then, 
whether there would be such an im- 
plied warranty, as it is a well known 
fact that there are strains of regis- 
tered Holsteins that will occasionally 
throw a red and white calf, but in 
case the bull is sold knowing that he 
is to be used upon an unregistered or 
grade herd, there would not be such 
an implied warranty, because it would 
be impossible to tell whether the pro- 
duction of red calves came as an in- 
heritance from the bull or whether 
it was inherited from the grade or 
unregistered cow.

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CONDITIONS IN DAIRY INDUSTRY 

TO BE COVERED BY FARM 

CENSUS 

The dairy industry has been given a 
prominent place in the farm census 
which is to be taken by the Bureau 
of the Census beginning April 2, and 
ending May 1 this year. The various 
questions to be asked dairymen are 
expected to yield basic and current 
data which will enable Federal and 
State agricultural economists to help 
dairymen formulate a program of fu- 
ture development for the industry. 
This phase of the census is regarded 
as of special importance by special- 
ists of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, in view of current conditions 
in the dairy industry. 

The dairy section of the census will 
get information on the number of 
milk cows on farms and the quantity 
of milk provided in 1929. It will get 
the number of cows milked which are 
of beef or dual-purpose breeding; the 


quantity and value of milk sold; 
cream sold; butterfat sold; butter 
sold; and the number of cows being 


milked at the time the 
taken, which will be in 
gether with the daily production of 
milk at that time. 

Among the dairy questions to be 
asked, will be questions as to the 
number of yearling heifers; the num- 
ber of heifers born in 1928 which are 
being kept mainly for milk cows; the 
number of heifers born in 1928 being 
kept mainly for beef cows or beef pro- 
duction; number of cows and heifers 
born before 1928 being kept mainly 
for milk production; cows and heif- 
ers born before 1928 being kept main- 
ly for beef production; total number 
of cows and heifers milked during 
all or any part of 1929; number of 
cows and heifers milked, the number 
which is mainly of beef or of dual- 
purpose breeding; the gallons of milk 
produced in 1929; and pounds of but- 
ter churned in 1929. The census will 
collect figures also on the number and 
breed of registered cows, heifers and 
heifer calves.
